But Mr. McCarthy and his opera- 
tions, it is submitted, are wholly sep- 
arable from, and in no way essentialfv 
related to this 
library—beyond his 
obvious prestige and activity as its 
founder and collector. As an institu- 
tion which is one of our state's most 
valuable assets, the library will prob- 
ably exist, expand and be indespen- 
sable long ; after Mr. McCarthy is in 
his grave—political or otherwise— 
and long aftei; much of current opin- 
ion has veered, and some recent fake 
legislation Js dead and gone—where 
it ought to go; for all of which this 
library, is in no sense responsible. 
The very suggestion, from an In- 
telligent person, that such an import- 
ant aid .to state guidance and pro- 
gress as this library, 
should be 
dumped over, as absurd, impractica-

Only Sensational Action is Kept From 


Inquisitive Public—Many Are 


Sent to Front. 


(Correspondence Associated Press) 
Paris, Feb. 18.—So far as the public 
knows, the military courts have thus 
far had 
few 
sensational cases. In 
view of the frequency of epy stories, 
many people are 
astonished not to 
hear every day or so of a.traitor or a 
foreign spy being condemned to death. 
As a rule these cases are handed by 
drum-head 
court 
martial, 
and the 


culprit has already been shot before 
the story of his exploits reaches tha 
public if the story is true. It is more 
the routine business with which the 
regular sittings of the court martial 
have to do. Desertions, disrespect to 
superiors, aggressions of all sorts and 
misdemeanors make up the calendar. 
A class of cases that is common is 
like that of Abdallah ben Said Yahion 
Algerian rifleman, who fell a victim 
to the warm hospitality of Paris Re- 
covering from a wound, he was order- 
ed to rejoin his regiment near Mar- 
seilles. He had never seen Paris and 
so many people showered things upon 
him he thought it was a. pity to leare 
He lived like a prince 
six weeks, 
without spending a sou; when finally 


, caught he had-no defense 'except!*"-

Abdallah was formally sentenced to 
two years hard-labor but the sentence 
was suspended as it has been in many 
other cases, and he will be sent to the 
front..

They were con- 
fident that the livestock industry of 
the state, if reasonable effort be put 
forth to prevent future epidemics is 
in an exceedingly promising condition. 
Conditions in this country as well as 
those which will likely result after 
the close of the European war are 
certain to work for the development 
of the industry.

WANTS CIVIL SERVICE 


FOR COUNTY OFFICES 


Committee After Investigation Make* 


Report 
Favoring 
Legislation 


Which Will Affect All 


Counties. 
Milwaukee, Wls., Feb. 18.—Legisla- 
tive action which, will vitally affect 
the politics of every county In "Wis- 
consin is presaged by the report uf 
the legislative committee of the City 
club, regarding employes of Milwau- 
kee county. 
•n^S00?1*1?8 *to th^ report, over one- 
Iv 'r ?\.th^ 6o? county employes hold 
their Jobs by virtue of political "pull." 
.The legislative committee of the club 
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is preparing a bill, to be Introduced 
during this term of the legislature, 
which 
will 
put practically every 
county employe In the state under 
civil service. 


Included In the report were the fol- 
lowing statements: 


The county has 600 employee of 
whom only 40 are under civil service. 
The 40 employes who are under civil 
service have been on the county pay- 
rolls an average period of 8 years; 
while others have .been on the pay- 
rolls an average of less than 3 years. 
The board of supervisors elects by 
ballot the elevator men and janitor at 
the court house. 


All the male employees at the court 
house were discharged, for-political 
'reasons, in 'January, 1914, "and inex- 
perienced men appointed.

Deputy sheriffs average less than' 2 
years' experience, while city police of- 
ficers average 11-years on the force. 
Every deputv. sheriff was' discharged, 
for political reasons, iu-January; 1913, 
and Inesperienced'mea appointed.
